Curfew 


In Effect 


Continued strict enforcement 
of the, county-wide curfew de- 
signed to get idle juveniles off 
the streets at 10 p.m. is still the 
rule in Menlo Park, Police 
Chief George Potter said this 
week. 

He stated that enforcement 
of the law has always been 
strict. However, he added that 
a recapitulation of local policy 
was advisable at this time, in 
view of a recent “party crash- 
ing” riot in Hillsborough. 

The curfew law doesn’t pro- 
hibit youngsters from stopping 
for refreshments after attend- 
ing a motion picture, or other- 
wise going around on legiti- 
mate business at late hours, 
Chief Potter explained. It is 


designed to get idle youngsters | 


off the street. 

He added that riding 
around in cars can be consid- 
ered loitering, also, under 
the terms of the law. 


Concerning holiday season 


parties for ’teen-agers, Chief 
Potter points out that officers 
should be informed of any 
large gatherings of juveniles, | - 
if there’s any possibility of 
trouble. Police will check by a 
home where a party is known 
to be in progress. 

In case of large parties,some 
parents may feel that hiring of 
a reserve officer may be desira- 
ble. Such an officer will not 
enter a home but can kéep 
track of activities outside, said 
the chief. 


“In cases where a_ party- 
crashing effort is suspected, 
adults in charge should notify 
us ut the first suspicion,” Chief 
Potter observed. “Often, a 
‘erasher’ who may be turned 
away will return later with 
friends; this is what happened 
at the recent affair in Hillsbor- 
ough.” 

The chief also added a speci- 
fic warning to parents: alcoho- 
lic beverages Shdtild not be 
served to youngsters and adults | 
on hand should watch for 
youngsters who disappear for 
short intervals, “returning a 
little higher each time.”

Church 
Appeal 


‘Slated 


Whether or not a city has 
| the constitutional right to pass 
an ordinance requiring church- 
es to provide offstreet parking 
is the topic of supplementaf Te- 
gal briefs filed last Wednesday 
in the District Court of Ap 
peals by Menlo Park City At- 
torney James O’Keefe and at- 
torneys for Jehovah’s Witnes- 
ses, nationwide. 

The court has been hearing 
an appeal by the church on a 
denial voted by Menlo Park 
two years ago to erection of a 
church on Bay road and Ma- 
dera avenue. Councilmen vot- 
ed at that time that the pro- 
perty lacked adequate offstreet 
parking, because of its irregu- 
lar shape, and proximity to 
heavy traffic congestion. City 
ordinance requires one. off- 
street space for each 10 audi- 
torium space. 


Question of the constitution- 
ality of a city having an ordi- 
nance’ regulating offstreet 
parking for church buildings 
was raised during oral argu- 
ments in the San. Francisco 
courtroom on Oct. 29 by Hay- 
den Covington, attorney for the 
nationwide church organization 
who flew from New York to de- 
bate the Menlo Park case. 
is assisted by Jack Small, 
torney for the local congrega- 
tion, 

O’Keefe replied by chal: 
lenging.the legal right of the 
church to efiter a new theory 
into the case after the fil- 
ings of original briefs. The 
city attorney also maintained 
that the council is bound to 
act under terms of the local 
ordinance on a “reasonable 
basis,” but that it may in- 
crease the minimum require- 
ments whenever traffic con- 
ditions require. 

Presiding Judge Raymond E. 
Peters termed the constitution- 
al argument a “case of first im- 
pression” —indicating that the 
Menlo Park church decision 
may become the first im ‘the 
state of California to determine 
the constitutionality of  off- 
street parking requir 
for churches. Yas 

According to legal prece- 
dures, either side of the issue 

nay apply for a re-hearing be- 
fore the same court.: Should 
this happen, the decision would 
undoubtedly come up ‘for re- 
view by the Supreme; Court 
and could go to the US. Su- 
preme Court.

ba Our Thanksgiving holiday presents a paradox. 


ATIONAL EDITORIAL 


; Year by year, as our American society develops, it 
draws further and further away from the traditional sym- 
bols of the observance; the Pilgrim with his wild turkey 
and. his first harvest in the New World have less and less 
meaning in our complex modern civilization. 

Yet, as these symbols mean less in our daily lives, they 
take on more and more meaning in this annual expression 
of thanks to God for our blessings. 


Long. before the time of the Pilgrims, long even before 
Goluinbus first brought to Europe the report of a new land 
across the séa, the custom of the harvest festival was firmly 


established. 

To the Pilgrims, balanced on the brink of extinction, 
théir. first harvest meant a chance for survival through an- 
othet, winter in a taw and cruel land. The issues were 
sittiple, goals were basic — to live or to die — and Thanks- 
giving was clearcut and heartfelt. 

Each year since that first Thanksgiving in 1621, our 
North American society has grown away from such basic 
issues, No longer does a single harvest spell the difference 
between life and death. Year by. year, the many blessings 
accruing to our way of life have obscured the fundamental 
realities of that first Thanksgiving. 


Thus it is that the symbols of that bygone time, when 
life itself was at stake, have even: greater meaning to us. 
They -¢an remind us that there are deeper blessings for 
which to thank our God than those which now claim our 
daily attention. 

Besides being grateful for a juicy, barbecued steak, 
together with a well-balanced menu of easily prepared 
frozen yegetables and store-bought bread and butter, it 
does us good to remember — even if only once a year — 
that Indian corn and wild turkey once meant mere sur- 
vival to our forefathers. 

Besides being thankful for the interesting spectacles 
available’ to. us on television, we might consider the 
natural beauty of the setting in which we find ourselves 
and the features of pleasant living bestowed by a kindly 
climaté, so different from the stern living imposed on 
those. who celebrated the first Thanksgiving. 


Besides being grateful that we have been able to pur- 
chase a new car — maybe two — in recent years, we would 
do well to remember that we also enjoy a freedom that 
brought the Pilgrims across an ocean to uncertain existence 
ina hard; new land. 

“The truly basic blessings for which the Pilgrims gave 
thanks still are ours: food, life and freedom. The symbols 
we use to celebrate our annual day of thanks can still re- 
mind us of these, even though we take them for granted 
in an era when manifold smaller blessings obscure our 
view. 


Such symbols might, indeed, even suffice to re- 
mind a Republican of 1958 that hé is lucky to dwell in a 
country where the Democrats had the right and power to 
do what they recently did!

City historian Miss Susan Gale recalls the days when 
youngsters were told to steer clear of the downtown area, 
because of the number of inebriates one could expect to 
find lounging around the town’s 20-odd saloons. Now- 
adays, you can’t find a “saloon” in the old-time sense within 
the entire town (they've been replaced by a respectable 
bar and a couple of beer halls); public intemperance is 
so rare that San Mateo county’s jail can handle the entire 
traffic, without being crowded. 

+ Presumably after a few more years of civilization and 
éducation — not to mention jail sentences, fines, and pistol 
firings — jaywalking and over-indulgence will be wiped 
from the American scene. 

But don’t think there'll be few arrests; more laws will

Municipal Report: 


Party-Crashing an Old Custom, 
But Riots Are Big Concern 


It‘s an old, perhaps not so 
venerable, custom to crash par- 
ties—especially when you’re a 
teenager, but the “sport” need 
not end up in a riot such as 
that at the Hillsborough home 
recently. 

No less an authority than 
Councilman Michael Belangie 
admitted during a recent coun- 
cil session that, as a youth, he 
indulged in party crashing. 
However, as noted by City At- 
torney James O’Keefe, “in the 
good old days, we didn’t go 
armed, and with blackjacks.” 

The issue of teenage van- 
dalism and destruction to 
private properties has be- 
come a matter of serious con- 
cern to all parents, accord- 
ing to Mayor William Law- 
son. 

The mayor fears that “the 
fact that this has happened 
will, have a considerable effect 
on. the young people of the ar- 
ea. Parents will say, “gee, we 
can’t have a party.” 

“This means that the youngs- 
ters, instead of being in their 
home, will be someplace else, 
the mayor continued. 

The mayor pledged, publical- 
ly, that the City of Menlo Park 
will do everything in its power 
to make certain that no party- 
crashing riots occur here. 

Whenever the police have 
prior knowledge of a teenage 

party, they make it a mat- 

ter of routine to notify pa- 
trols, and to swing into the 
area two or three times dur- 
ing the evening, according 

to City Manager John R. 

Johnson. 

However, the city police can 
not do it all, and the council 
indicated that parents and 
teenagers, themselves, would 
have to help. 

Police help is as near as the 
telephone, and if people at the 
party will make a call at the 
first sign of trouble, a car will 
be dispatched, immediately, 


Johnson suggested. 

The county curfew law is a 
further safeguard assured anx- 
ious parents. Johnson reported 
that it enabled local police to 
check car loads of “floating” 
teenagers and to make certain 
they have a legitimate destina- 
tion. 

Members of the council then 
indulged in saddened com- 
ments about “what has happen- 
ed to the younger generation,” 
and recalled reports of major 
violence as experienced else- 
where recently. 

Councilman Guy Plaisted re- 
ported that not all party crash- 
ers are of the violent, destruc- 
tive type. He said that last 
summer there were teenage 
parties in his home, and that 
each was “crashed.” There 
were no episodes. The council- 
man also noted that the police 
were around the area, and 
made several trips by: 

“They just heard there was 
a party going on,” Plaisted ex- 
plained. 

In the final analysis, the best 
protection against such vio- 
lence would be to know your 
guests, it seems. When some- 
thing unforeseen starts, the 
Menol police apparently are 
ready, and able to handle the 
situation.

Smaller Bond Issue? 


Ravenswood Trustees Study State Aid for Building Plans 


Possibility that the Ravens- 
wood Elementary School dis- 
trict may be able to qualify for 
state aid funds, under chapter 
19, and thereby reduce the 
amount of a proposed building 
bond issue was to be discussed 
Monday night by the board of 
trustees at its regular meeting. 

Supt. Stanley O. Schnepple 
reports that conversations last 
week between himself and Dr. 
Rolph Lee, of the state division 
of schoolhouse planning, indi- 
cate that .only minor adjust- 
ments may be necessary to 
make the district eligible for 
state matching funds. 

Should this possibility be 
realized, the board would be 
able to reduce the amount of 
local building bonds: to be 
proposed next February. 

At two study sessions last 


week, the trustees met with 
members of the Citizens Com- 
mittee and Architect William 
Keller in an attempt to recon- 
cile estimates of building 
needs. 

Keller presented detailed 
plans of buildings as request- 
ed by the board over a peri- 
od of several weeks. His de- 
tailed estimates included 
costs for miscellaneous facili- 
ties, corridors, boiler rooms, 
furniture and contingency 
factors—all of which had 
been omitted by the finance 
sub-committee of the citi- 
zens’ group in drawing up its 
report. 

Keller reported that the 
final list of building needs 
as requested by the trustees 
had a total cost of $712,350. His 
last published figure of $650,- 


000 had included only a limit- 
ed development at the propos- 
ed intermediate school. 

At one time, building needs 
of the district had a total esti- 
mated cost of $850,000 in infor- 
mil discussions. The figure has 
since been reduced by elimina- 
tion of the multi-purpose room 
at Menlo Oaks School from the 
list of building priorities, he 
explained. 

Building priorities tenta- 
tively established last Tues- 
day were as follows: 

1) by next fall—eight addi- 
tional classrooms at Belle Ha- 
ven School. Total cost, includ- 
ing building construction, site 
improvement, fees and contin- 

gencies, $176,098; 

2) Six classrooms and admin- 
istrative units for the new in-

On Police Plan

Isappointing 

Final plan for. extended po- 
lice protection in the Ravens- 
wood area which was to be 
presented to the county board 
of supervisors Tuesday was 
substantially the same as out- 
lined by County Manager E. 
Robert Stallings at Costano 
School, Nov. 3. 


At press time, Stalings said 
he was disappointed that the 
Menlo Park city council had 
taken a negative position on en- 
tering into a contract with the 
county for policing the unin- 
corporated area nearby. Said 
he, 

“They sounded as though 
they thought the county was 
not going to pay. for the serv- 
ice. We wouldn’t ask them to 
go in there without paying the 
cost of the service.” 

The county manager point- 
ed.out that “it would be 
foolish to have three patrol 
cars in the area during cer- 
tain hours, when ‘two. will 
do. 


“My next step,” he added, 
“will be to ask Menlo if they 
want to contract with the coun- 
ty for one car in the Belle Hav- 
en area during that period. 
Perhaps that might be more 
logical, anyway.” 

Elimination of one patrol 
car for one shift a day 
would save taxpayers he- 
tween $10,000 and $11,000 a 
year, Stallings noted. 

The basic plan for extended 
police service will be in addi- 
tion to the present patrol by 
sheriff’s deputies in the unin- 
corporated area. 

Stallings emphasized that 
this present patrol would 
continue without cost to the 
special service area. 

To be-financed under a coun- 
ty service area, the policing 
plan will have an estimated 
total cost of $67,755, and re- 
quire a special tax of 44.8 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 

County plans provide one, 
one-man car during the day 
hours, two, 2-men cars, in the 
evening, and one 2-mar car on 
the “graveyard” shift.
